This medal was instituted in 1824 from a bequest of £500 by Dr. Anthony Fothergill and awarded in gold 
triennially for the best essay submitted to the Society. John Strahan, a resident of Belfast, received this medal 
for his essay entitled “All Microzymes are not Contagia: but all Contagia may be Microzymes”. The medal is 
also known in silver, copper and white metal. 

Dr. Anthony Fothergill (c.1732-1813) studied at Edinburgh, Leyden and Paris. He was awarded the Royal 
Humane Society’s gold medal in 1794 for his treatise on resuscitation. A Quaker, like Dr. John Fothergill (not a 
relation) for whom a medal is also known (see next lot), he spent most of the last ten years of his life in 
Philadelphia. He also made a bequest of £500 to the Royal Humane Society for the establishment of a medal 
to be awarded for exceptional acts of bravery in the course of effecting rescue and resuscitation at sea. The 
result was the Fothergillian Medal by W. Wyon (MH 825, see also “The Fothergillian Medal of the Royal 
Humane Society” by Mark Jones, BNJ vol.54, pps.248-262). 
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Medical Society of London, silver medal by L. Pingo (initialled on truncation), bust of Dr. John 
Fothergill facing right, rev inscription within wreath, edge lettered “NAT MAR 8 1712 OB DEC
